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THE sixty-fifth anniversary of the birthday of the 
late General U. S. Grant, U. S. A., will occur April 
27, an occasion which is to be duly remembered and 
honored in many parts of the country. 


WE are glad to note*that the system of medical 
lectures at our military posts for the instruction of 
officers and enlisted men has now taken thorough 
root, and bids fair to prove an interesting feature 
of garrison life, especially during the winter 
season. 

IT is a good sign that things are moving in a 
right direction, when a soldier is brought to trial 
for ‘‘ knowingly purchasing from a recruit a uni- 
form coat.”” The facilities for selling articles of 
uniform clothing, as we Lave more than once re- 
marked, are somewhat too easy, and the practice, in 
every respect a vicious one, should be sternly 
repressed. 

THE lists of candidates for appointment as mem- 
bers of the Boards of Visitors to the Military and 
Naval Academies are being prepared at the War 
and Navy Departments, and will be sent to the 
President in afew days. The appointments are 
usually made during the first week in May. Taere 
are about twenty-five candidates for the West Point 
Board and about fifteen for the Naval Academy. 























THE Cabinet, on Monday, considered the question 
of removing the Indian prisoners at St. Augustine 
and Fort Pickens to the reservation at Mount Ver- 
non Barracks, Ala. From our knowledge of this 
latter reservation, we should deem it a suitable 
place for these unfortunates, being healthy and of 
considerable extent, in the neighborhood of 3,000 
acres, covared mainly with pine trees, but suscep- 
tible of cultivation. 








SEVERAL firings with the Army 8-inch steel gun, 
for the purpose of testing another sample of Du 
Pont powder, were made this week at Sandy Hook. 
The results were not so satisfactory as those ob- 
tained from either the German or American powder 
used during the experiments last month. A lower 
pressure was registered, but the velocity was also 
lower than during the first trials. Another sample 
lot is expected from Du Pont in a few days, when 
the experiments will be resumed. 


THE annual report of the Lieutenant-General 
commanding, for 1886, w'th the accompanying re- 
ports of the Division and Department commanders 
for the same year is now receiving the finishing 
touches at the Government printing office, and will, 
it is expected, be ready for distribution during the 
present month. The report has been delayed on ac- 
count of some trouble in lithographing the large 
and valuable map showing the operations of General 
MiLgs's command during the Gzronmmo Campaign. 





OrFicers throughout the Service will commend 
the Secretary's decision to refit the Kearsarge, now 
lying at the Portsmouth Navy-yard, for another 
commission. The Kearsarge and Hartford are the 
two ships in the U. 8. Navy around which cluster 
the most glorious memories of its history, and the 
refitting ef the first-named vessel may be followed 
by sirailar orders relative to the noble flagship of 
the Great Admiral. This action will, it is believed 
by many, go far towards strengthening the Naval 
Spirit in Congress. 
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OnE of the signs sometimes found in shops reads, |

THis last outbreak of duplication of pay accounts 
has suggested to the Paymaster-General of the 
Army the necessity of remedying the system which 
admits of such an abuse. A careful study of the 
plan in vogue in the Navy has convinced him of its 
applicability to the Army, and he has accordingly 
recommended to the Army Regulation Board an 
amendment to the regulations requiring that each 
officer of the Army be assigned for payment to a 
particular paymaster, necessary provision bcing 
made for transfer of accounts from one paymaster 
to another when the station of an officer is changed. 
As a further means of breaking up this duplication 
business, the Secretary of War has informed the 
firms who are sending ont circulars to Army officers 
tempting them to pawn their pay receipts, that it is 
illegal for officers to hypothecate these accounts, and 
that the Department will in no way be responsible 
for the payment of accounts held by them. 








Tue work of revising the Army Regulations is 
being carried on at the present time by a single 
member of the Board—Colonel Oris. General 
BENET is too busy with militia and other matters 
connected with his office to devote much attention 
to the work; Lieutenant Davis is absent, having 
been called as a witness before the Civil Court at 
Lincoln, Neb., and the vacancy caused by Colonel 
Scotr’s death is still unfilled. Colonel Oris is thus 
left in full charge for the time being. The Board is 
more than half through with the work of striking 
out obsolete paragraphs and noting the amendments 
that have been made by General Orders since the 
last edition. By July 1, they expect to have the 
book, containing all the regulations as they actually 
exist up to that time, ready for the approval of the 
Secretary of War. It will then be in order to con- 
sider propositions for modifications of, and additions 
to, the regulations then existing, for recommenda- 
tion to the Secretary of War. 








THE busiest branch of the Quartermaster-General’s 
office at this time is the Barracks and Quarters Di- 
vision over which Colonel CHANDLER presides. Plans 
are now being prepared for~the new 10 company 
post at Denver, Col., and reports written showing 
the condition of the posts at which improvements 
are most urgently needed. The $200,000 appropri 
ated in the Sundry Civil bill for improvement of 
barracks and quarters will be available on July 1, 
and it is the purpose of Colonel CHANDLER to have 
all plans for improvements ready by that time, so 
that the actual work of construction can be imme- 
diately begun. The plans for the Chicago military 
post were prepared some time ago under the direc- 
tion of Colonel TomPxins, but they are still awaiting 
the approval of the Lieutenant General. There is 
no hurry about them, however, as an appropriation 
from Congress will be first needed befors any build- 
ings can be erected there. Besides some months 


must elapse before all the papers are in shape for 
j the formal acceptance by the Government of the 
site. 





CapTaiIn F. V. Greene, late U. 8S. A., has been 
instructing the members of the Massachusetts Re- 
form Club in Boston on the subject of coast de- 
fences. He quite took away the breath of the sober 
Boston men by this statement: ‘‘ The United States 
will probably be called upon before long to be the 
arbitrator between the nations of Europe. The lat- 
ter cannot stand the financial strain much longer, 
and inside of 20 years we shall probably be the 
equal in the population and wealth of any two, if 
not three, nations of Eur:pe, and to us will be re- 
ferred all their disputes for settlement. When we 
become the referees of the world we must have the 
force behind us, so that when we give a decision 
we shall be able to enforce it ; and this can only be 
adequately effected by a perfect system of coast de- 
fences.” The argument in favor of coast defences 
may be sound, but is not this rather a large contract 
for.Uncle Sam to undertake—to ‘‘boss” the entire 
world, and to realize the dream of the enthusiastic 
Yankee, who beheld him in prospect issuing his 
orders, ‘‘ By Nations right (or left) wheel, march ?” 
We are disposed to think that more than 20 years 
preliminary instruction will be required to reduce 
all to the happy condition of tractability fore- 
seen by the gallant Captain. Still, we are inclined 
to believe that it would be a good thing for all con- 
cerned that Uncle Sam should grow big enough and 
strong enough to dominate the effete despotisms 
and bump their heads together every time they 
undertook to quarrel. 








On Saturday of next week, April 16, that gallant 
and veteran soldier, Brigadier and Brevet Major- 
General ORLANDO B. Witicox, U. 8S. Army, the 
present commander of the Department of the Mis- 
souri, will have reached his sixty-fourth birthday, 
and the day when, by law, he has to relinquish the 
cares and responsibilities of active service and take 
his place on the retired list of the Army. A review 
of the General's military career scarcely seems 
necessary, for in October last, when he was appointed 
to his present position, the press of the day did full 
justice to his honorable and distinguished services. 
Born in Michigan, he entered the Military Academy 
in 1848, joined the 4th Artillery, served in the war 
with Mexico, was promoted 1st lieutenant in 1852, 
resigned in 1857, and entered upon the practice of 
law at Detroit. In May, 1861, he received the ap- 
pointment of colonel, 1st Michigan Volunteers, and 
in the following July was promoted brigadier general 
of volunteers. His service during the war as a 
division and at times a corps commander was of a 
high order, and in August, 1864, he received the 
brevet of major general U. 8. Volunteers for ‘‘¢is- 
tinguished and gallant services in the several ac- 
tions since crossing the Rapidan.” He was mus- 
tered out in January, 1866, but in the following July 
returned to his old love, the 'Regular Army, aa 
colonel of the 29th U. S. Infantry, and received the 
brevets of brigadier and major general for his gal- 
lantry at Spottsylvania and Petersburg. From that 
time forward he has served in many responsible 
positions ; was for a long time commander of the 
Department of Arizona, then came to Sackett’s 
Ha: bor with his regiment, and trom there went, in 
October last, as brigadier general to Fort Leaven- 
worth, to command the Department of the Mis. 
souri. 
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DESIGNS FOR OFFICERS’ QUARTERs. 


Mocu attention is being given to the subject of the 
improvement of officers’ quarters now that the erec- 
tion of new posts and the renovation of old 
ones offers an opportunity for change. To 
assist in this work we propose to publish a series 
of desigus to give someidea of what can be done for 
agiven sum and within a givenspace. For these 
designs, the first of which appears here, we are in- 
debted to the Co-operative Building Plan Associa- 
tion of 191 Broadway, New York, who are doing an 
excellent work in the direction of improving coun- 
try houses by furnishing designs in great variety 
and ata moderate cost. The numbers given with 
the designs appearing here refer to the corres- 
ponding numbers in the publication called Shop- 
pell’s Modern Houses, which is issued quarterly by 
the Co-operative Building Plan Association, each 
number containing more than fifty designs. The 
design given here (No. 390) is fora house with a front 
of 26% ft. and an extreme width, including verandas 
and staircase projection, of 3744 ft.; side, not im. 
cluding front veranda, 48}¢ ft. The flvor plans show 
the size of the rooms, which are ten in all, besides 
the attic and the square ball, the first story, 10 ft. 
high; second story, 9 ft.; attic, 8 ft.; cellar, 7 ft. 

The foundation is of stove and brick; the first 
story is,clapboarded and the second shingled. Thees- 
timate of cost is from $3,500 to $4,000, complete, ex. 
cept mantels, range, and heaters. We would say 
once for all that these estimates are on the basis 
of prices in the vicinity of New York and that they 
allow nothing for builders or architects’ commus- 
sion or profit, including only the actual outlay for 
labor and material. There are open fire places in 
hall, library, and dining rocm; false chimney-breast 
in the parlor. The openings between the rooms of 
first story are intended for curtains, but doors can 


_be bung if desired. The parlor windows have slid- 


ing sash and are carried to the floor. A door opens 


from diming roum to rear porch. Stained glass in 


the hall windows. Cellar under the whole house; 
laundry under the kitchen. Heater pipes and regis 
ters are provided. The attic 1s not finished. With 
reference to this subject of quarters an officer writes 
us as follows: 

* Let it be urged in construction of quarters at the 
new posts, Riley, Denver, and (hicago, that consid- 
eration of the needs and conveniences of those who 
shall occupy them be considered and avoid old ruts, 
The important need of bath rooms iu company bar- 
racks is of course.of first importance, though it has 
been known to have been overlooked; und in plans 
for officers’ quarters it is suggested that double sets 
of quarters for officers be abandoned, the only ad- 
vantage, a minor one, is economy in the dividing 
wall; real estate is not an element for consideration, 
as in cities, and even if it were, there are many grave 
objections to existing plans of having a porch in 


|common with oue’s neighbors; aside from the fact 
that friendly relations to not always exist, and chil- 
dren trespass across the imaginary line of demarca- 
tion, there is at times a,just desire for seclusion, 
even among the most cordial and friendly. This is 
not attainable with the present arrangements, and 
embarrassments and annoyances willarise. If for 
some other inscrutable reason the double sets of 
officers’ quarters are an essential of life in garrison, 
at least plan the entrance at either side so that it 
will be separate and distinct from the immediate 
neighbor; even in city residences this is arranged, 
and the entrance steps and porch are separate and 
distinct. The absolute need of a bath room and re- 
tiring closets (where water supply is obtainable) in 
officers’ quarters are so obvious, that these acces- 
sories, common in even the cheapest built buuses, 
will not be forgottten. We are used to baths and 
we want baths; it cau also be intimated that servants 
need a sleeping room and apart from the other rooms. 
These propositions are notextravagant. and we who 
have lived in log huts and wintered in tents on the 
frontier, as evev now at Fort Du Chesne, will rejoice 
not only at proximily to real civilzation, if we get 
there, in the vicinage of those cities, but also in the 
long baul and the short haul, live like similar peo 
pie under similar conditions,"' 
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(Paris Despatch to the London Daily Telegraph.) 
TEACHING CIVIL WAR TAUTICS. 


Tue ex- Fenian and ex-Communist, Cluseret, still 
continues bis treatise on civil war in the columnsof a 
revolutionary paper with absolute impunity. His 
instructions are la‘d down witha | poy worthy 
of Count von Moltke himself, and he calmly tells 
his readers how to erect barricades and to defend 
them against cavalry. The men marked out for 
barricade work should remember, he says, tbat their 
works are not destined for defence, but simply to 

revent the circulation of the enemy's forces, to 

ring tbem to a full stop, aud thus to facilitate a 
steady downpour on them from the houses of all 
sorts of missiles, incluaing brokes furniture as well 
as explosive matters. There is, therefore, no need 
to make the barricades finished works. They should 
be composed of overturned carts, doors lifted off 
their hinges, brokeu furniture, paving stones, if pos- 
sible, and big barrels. In front of them should be 
strewn broken bottles, large pieces of gluss, boards 
with nails sticking out of them, and explosive 
bowbs. Nota man should be left bebind tbe barri- 
cades. Such are "Gen." Cluseret’s instructions to 
bis friends, who read them with avidity in their 
dingy wine taverns, and long for the day when they 





cao put them into practice against the detested 
bourgeoise.

NEW ENGLISAH SHIPS. 

Tue following 13 new sbips are to be laid down in 
1887-8 in England: 

Two 20-knot, steel bottomed, protected cruisers at 
Chatham; three 195-knot, copper-bottomed. pro- 
tected cruisers, two by contract and one at Ports- 
mouth; cne composite sloop, ** Buzzard ;" six com- 
posite gunboats (improved ‘Rattler”’), and one 
vesse! of the **Grasshopper ”’ class. Of the ** Rattler’ 
typo it need only besaid that they differ from the 
Rattler ” berself only in having a poop, being 
about one foot broader and 40 tons greater displace- 
ment. The steam trials of the “Rattler” and 
“Wasp” have been very <atisfactory, speeds of 131¢ 
to 1334 knots having been attained. Thenew “ Buz- 
zards’”* are repeats of the * Buzzard,” now building 
at S':eerness. Speed on the measured mile, 15 knots. 
Both the * Rattlers” and ‘* Buzzards” have a fair 
amount of sailand coppered bottoms. All of the 
vessels now laid down bavea speed equal to. if not 
in excess of, any of their class elsewhere, and will 
therefore be a match for anything of like displace- 
ment which they might encounter, and the new 20- 
knot pretected cruisers about to be commenced will 
be faster than any ocean war cruiser in the world at 
present completed, and consequently of the highest 
possible value for the protection of commerce. 

The most notable vessels to be laid down in 1887-8 
are two protected cruisers. Their dimensions are: 
Length, 265 ft.; breadth, 41 ft.; Displacement in 
tons, 2,800; speed on measured mile with 400 tons of 
coal, and fully equipped, 20 knots; ocean speed, 17 
to 18 knots; radius of action at 10-knot speed, 8,000 
knots. The vessels will have a protected steel deck 
extending from stem tosterm, and sheltering ma- 
chinery, mwaguzine, steering gear, ete. 

Vertical (inverted cylinders) triple expansion en- 
gines are to be fitted in the steel bottomed ships, a 
special arrangement of armored combings being 
built for the protection of that portion of the cylin- 
ders. Above tha protective steel deck the space 
will be minutely subdivided, coal bunkers, coffer 
dams, etc., being built, as is usual in vessels of the 
protective class. A double bottom, on the cellular 
principle, adapted for water ballast, will be fitted. 
‘The armament will include six B. L. R. guns on cen- 
tral pivot mountiogs, nine 6 1b. rapid firing guns, 
machine guns, six torpedo tubes (all under cover.) 
The bow will be strengthened for ramming in the 
usual manner. 

In all respects the vessel will be made suitable for 
independent sea service and for being drivenat high 
speed in rough water. 

They will have only five light steadying sails, be- 
ing dependent upon their steam power and twin 
screws for propellers. 

It bas been decided to vary the designs: ia the three 
copper sbeathel 19% knot cruisers, in the following 
particulars: 

lst. To wood, sheath and copper the bottoms so 
as to make vessels capable of remaining afloat with- 
out fouling and consequent loss of speed. 

2d. To adopt horizontal engines placed entirely 
below the protective deck. ‘hese changes involve 
an increase in displacement and aslight decrease in 
maximum speed, which are accepted in view of the 
special services for which the vessels are intended. 

In armament, protection and all cther qualities, 
the conditions are the same in those as in the steel 
ship. The trial of these vessels will be made under 
the new regulations with all weights aboard. 








GEN. BUTLER ON THE ARMY CHAPLAIN. 


Tne Rev. John F. Moore recently delivered a lec- 
ture at Concord, Mass., on the “* Army Chaplain,” 
which has elicited a friendly letter from Gen. Ben- 
jamin F. Butler to the lecturer, which cioses as fol- 
ows: *The Chaplain who did his duty and lived 
an upright and conscientious life was respected by 
the men. He got no sobriquet or pet name, but 
heartfelt love and respect. The sutler class of Chap- 
lains always got pet names, and wheo the soldiers 
called the Chaplain, as they usually did of that class, 
*Holy Joe,’ or ‘Holy Jobn,’ as the case might be, 
God hei him, for all influence of his for good was 
gone. He simply became the butt of ridicule of bis 
comrades. 1 have the most vivid memory of mapy 
good and true men who were Chaplains in my army; 
vor were they by any means always in the rear on 
the day of battle, using the word ‘rear’ as afar off. 
I have seen Chaplains helping to take care of the 
wounded, directing their transportation to the rear, 
easing their pains, and in one case, by the timely ap- 
plication of an improvised tourniquet, stopping the

A DESOLATED beach—a ruined fort,

Nore.—Fort McRee was built many years ago on the point 
of beach that lies on the western side of the entrance to 
Pensacola Harbor. It was built for three tiers of guns, and 
at the breaking out of the War of the Rebellion was occu- 
pied by a Confederate force, commanded by Gen. Ville- 
pigne. In one of the engagements that followed Villepigne 
lost bis arm, and his fort was silenced by the combined fire 
of some of the guns in Fort Pickens and those of the steam 
frigate Niagara. Since the war the sea has undermined the 
fort, and by successive storms al] of it has been washed 
away except one arch, on the top of which lies driftwood, 
left there by heavy seas that at different times have swept 
over the sand spit on which the ruin stands. 

It is hard to imagine a more desolate spot. To the west- 
ward of the now strip of beach where Fort McRee was built 
lies a salt water lagoon, separating it from the maintwd. To 
the northward a dangerous quicksand, which looks decept- 
ively dry, is the only apparent connection with the banks 
(Barrancas) near the lighthouse. To the eastward is the har- 
bor entrance, and across this is sven Fort Pickers, strong, 
silent, stern, and apparently lifeless. Three thousand yar is 
to the northeast, across the harbor, is old Fort San Carlos de 
Barrancas, the modern Fort Barrancas, and M[arrancas 
Barracks. 

But Fort McRee is not entirely without inhabitants. In 
a cheap little cottage close by the ruined arch lives Capt, 
Hoxie, of the U. 8. Engineer Corps, with his wife and child, 
It was a rough change from the responsible duties he was 
performing in Washington to be brought down to this deso- 
late spot, where he is engaged in improving the channel 
entrance to the harbor. Both Capt. and Mrs. Hoxie take 
the situation philosophically, and though banishe : from : be 
gayeties of Washington nod comfort and health in this 
beautiful climate. Residence at Fort McRee is, however, 
not without a spice ot danger to relieve its dullness, Violent 
storms are frequent, and more than once, even in the last 
ten years, a tidal wave hasengulfed the place, and nearly 
every fall the sand spit is swept over during storms by the 
waves from the Gulf of Mexico. L. L. L.

Pp Sa Fortune arrived at the Washington Yard 
prilé. 

Orpers have been issued to proceed with the work 
of aitering the buildings in the Washingten Navy- 
yard fur gun foundry purposes. 

Srr Epwarp Reep, in a recent speech in Parlia- 
ment, described the Admiral class of armor-clads as 
traps in which to send officers and men to Cestruc- 
tion. The /mpericuse and Warsprite designs are also 
failures. 

Tar Japan Gazetie announces that a new armor- 
clad, on the plans of M. Bertin, of the Japanese 
Navy, bas been laid down in the yards of Ishikawa- 
Schima. The vessel is 150 feet long, 25 feet in beam, 
and 16.2 feet indraft, with a displacement of 750 tons. 


Tuer New York and Norfolk Navy-yards having 
been favorably decided upon as the most desiravle 
places for the two drydocks authorized at the last 
session of Congress. The next step of the Secretary 
of the Navy will be to appoint a Board to visit the 
two yards and select the sites for the erection of the 
docks. 

AS THE Naval Bureau of Ordnance intends to use 
electricity for working armaments of paval vessels, 
it bas opened correspondence with various electri- 
cal firms with this object in view. Guns and other 
weapous will be traived, p»inted, loaded, fired, etc., 
by weans of this power, which can readily be gen- 
erated and transmitted to any particular point. 

THE Italia Militare iRome), states that the Man- 
chovria, a gun- boat constructed in the yards of Bur- 
meister and Waim at Copenhagen for the Russian 
Government, was recently launched. The principal 
dimensions are: Length between perpendiculara, 63 
metres; beam, 11 metres; draft, 3.35 metres; dis- 
placement, 1,218 tons. Tie indicated horse-power 
1s 1,500. 

THERE have been ten vacancies in the Medical 
Corys of the Navy for nearly two years. An exami- 
nation is now in progress before the Medical Board 
of FKxaminers in Philadelphia of a; plicants for ap- 
pointment.

He 
has been de:acbed from the Dolphin, aud his relief 
will soon be assigned i? it 1s decided to send the ves- 
selonacruise. [tis thought by many officers that 
this vessel would fill the requirements of a trainiog- 
sbip for the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting, 
while waiting for the influences to turn inv the rigbt 
direction for constructing ove or more for that pur- 
pose, as proposed by Comdr. Schley. 

THE long-contested case of D. W. Bouldin etal. v. 
Thomas S. Phelps et al., asuit to recover possession 
of Mare Islani, was decided March 28in the U. 8. 
Circuit Court at San Francisco in favor of defend- 
ants. The Court expressed the opinion * that Alvu- 
rado did not sign the alleged grant until the country 
had passed into the hands of the United States Gov- 
ernment, and after his term as Governor had ex- 
pired, and at the time of writing the alleged grant 
he had antedated it.” In conclusion the court says: 
* There must be findings and a judgment for de- 
fendant on the ground indicuted in the opinion, and 
it is so ordered.”’ 

FOLLOWING the recommendations of the recent 
Board of Survey held on the Powhatan, Tennessee 
and Ticonderogu, the Secretary of the Navy has de- 
cided to issu2 advertisements for proposuls for tbe 
purchase of these old vessels, in accordance with the 
provisions of law. Of these vessels, the Powhatan 
is by far the most antiquated, having been built at 
Nortolk, Va., in 1848. ‘‘he engines were designed by 
the venerable eng.neer, Chas. Haswell. of New York, 
and were triumphs of their typeand day. The first 
Japanese embassy immediately following Perry’s 
expedition, were brought to this country on the 
Powhatan, and for many years before, during and 
ufter the war, this stauncb old craft wus in almost 
continuous commission. Witb the single exception 
of the Michigan, the Powhatan is the ay 4 remain- 
ing vessel representing the old regiméin the Navy, 
and under the decision referred to, she will soon be- 
eome but an imagivary point, an historical episode.

NAVAL ACADEMY. 


ANNAPOLIS, MD., April 6, 1887. 


THE pleasant weather at the Academy this week bas been 
vey propitious tor various reasons. Work on the buildings 
and grounds by the workmen employed atthe Academy, 
under direction of Lieut. Belknap, has begun in earnest, and 
the terrace behind tne Naval Institute building is the first to 
receive attention. Moreover the drills in boats on the Se- 
vern and down the bay could bardly take place, if the snow 
and rainstorms of last week were repeated. The steamer 
Stand sh leaves daily at4 o'clock and goes eight or nine miles 
down the bay for target practice. She is commanded by 
Lieut. Ingersoll. The first and secon: classes of one divis- 
ion of cadets man the gunsand watch the working of the 
engine. Another divition drill with torpedoes, under direc 
tion of Ensigu Muir. ‘The targets sre flo r barrels. and 
the cadets are very successful in destrovicg them. The in- 
struction ip steam tactics is superiotended by Lieut. Leutze, 
while Ensign Eyre bas charge of the target ;.ractice with 
Gatling guns in the steam Iaunches. The third and fourth 
classes are exercised in boats under oars. 

The first company of the battalion is having skirmish drill 
under Eusign Haeseler. The battalion has been armed with 
Hotchkiss repeating rifles. The cadets complain that they 
do nut drill as well as when they had the plain cadet rifies, 
owing to tre great increase in weight and the thick stock. 
No bayoneis are carried, and this detracts considerably from 
the appearance of the battalicn. 

The hospital is unusually full of cadets; most of these 
have sore throats, caused by exposure during the recent bad 
weather. The Phlox made its usualtri> to Baltimore on 
Thursday last, but, owirg to the rough pussage, many of

FOR COAST DEFENCE. 


THE members of the Massachusetts Reform Club 
assembled at Parker's, Boston, on Wedvesday even- 
ing, March 30, for their regular monthly meeting 
aud dinner. About seventy-five gentlemen were 
in attendance. Among the guects of the Club were: 
——_ F. V. Greene, late U. 8. 4.; Capt. David A. 
Lyle. U.S. A.; Comdr. Albert S. Barker, U. 8. N.; 
Col. Thos. C. Sullivan, U.S. A.; Col. George L. Gil- 
lespie, U. S. Engineers. Letters of regret were re- 
ceived from Secretary Endicott and the command- 
ers of Fort Warrenand the Charlestown Navy-yard. 
The feature of the evening was an address by Capt. 
F. V. Greene upon tbe subject of our coast defences, 
which was further discussed by Comdr. Barker, the 
Hon. John E. Russell, Capt. Lyle, the Hon Leopold 
Morse, and Mr. Sberman Hoar. Comdr. Barker 
said: ‘** We need torpedo boats. I was presentat the 
bombardment of Foochow by the French, and saw 
in twenty minutes the entire fleet of eight Chinese 
vessels burned by the use of machine guns. The 
largest Chinese vessel was blown up by torpedoes. 
I don’t believe in automatic torpedoes. Give mee 
man like Cushing, with nerve, in a boat with a spar 
torpedo. We need a human controlling power over 
the torpedo up to the last moment.” 

Captain Lyle delivered an address on “ Improve- 
ments in Artillery.” He said that no guns in the 
world are equal to our SJneb guus, avd at the pre- 
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eent time we bave no steel gun larger: than that. 
The Army and Navy are thoroughly prepared to go 
abead in gun construction the moment they get a 
proper appropriation. We know now the exact 
elasticity of steel, and just what it will do. Our 
guns are the finest in the world, and I will get me- 
chanies enough right here in Massaehusetts to make 
all the guns you want. The contract system of the 
United States is a system of legalized fraud, still if 
I give a contract to the lowest bidder ! clear my- 
self, though I cannot tell what the quality of the 
work or material may be. He paid a bigh tribute to 
tbe Army engineers, who, he said, had no hope of 
promotion, and notbing to encourage them in their 
arduous labors save the love of their country and 
the conseiousness of doing their duty faithfully.

COMPLETING THE CHICAGO AND DOLPHIN. 


SECRETARY WHITNEY, under date of April 6, 1887, 
sent the following letter to the Chiefs of the Bureaus 
of Construction and Steam Engineering: 

Referring to the fact that under the 12th clause of the re- 
spective contracts for the construction of the cruisers Chi- 
cago, Boston and Atlanta, and after the Joiamery ro- 
ceedings required under the 11th clause bad been duly taken, 
it was decided that the Government should proceed with the 
work of completing said vessels,I deem it proper at this 
time to invite your attentian to the provisions contained in 
the 13th clause of said contracts, and ey! to the re- 
quirement that in case the Secretary of the Navy should 
proceed to complete the work necessary thereunder, such 
procedure, while at the risk and expense of the contractor, 
should be without uanecessary delay. Although more than 
#4 months have elapsed since the construction of these ves- 
sels wae commenced under the coutract and 20 months since 
the Government took on of the vessels for the pur- 
pose ef completing them, it appears that much yet remains 
to be done on the Chicago aad the Boston before they will be 
ready for the first trial, Under these circ: mstances, I have 
to uest that the unfinished contract work on said vessels 
amy! prosecuted to its proper and final completion with 
as little delay as possible. 

Referring to the present status of the Chicago and Boston, 
and to the general requirements of the contracts for their 
construction, I have to state that the firet duty of the De- 
partment, under existing circumstances, is to push forward 
the completion of the contract work as embraced in the re- 
epective plans and specifications which constitute a part of 
the respective contracts, and while the Department is aware 
that there is room for improvement in many details of con- 
struction, itis of opinion that all changes which may tend 
to hinder or delay the ay oy of the contract work. 
should, so far as practicable, deferred until a point shall 
have been reached where there can bea proper accounting 
and settlement, under the 13th clause of said contracts. It is, 
therefore, directed thatthe work now going on at Chester, 
Pa., on and towards the completion of the Chicago, be con- 
tinued and prosecuted at that place, with all the speed com- 
patible with its proper performance, until the contract 
work is completed; that only such extra work as is 
essentially necessary to prepare the veesel for her first trial 
shall be done at present, and that all other ‘extra work 
heretofore ordered, or which may be contemplated as an im- 
provement on the existing plans and specifications be post- 
poned uotil further orders; that, before leaving Chester, the 
Chicago siiall be so far complete, under the contract, as not 
to tey.iite auy work to bedoneon herafter her arrival at 
the Navy-yard, New York, and preparatory to ber first six 
hours’ trial, except to place on board the weights necessary 
to bring her to her contemplated mean draught ad 0”), and 
that as soon astbe machinery isin proper condition, such 
trial sball be bad at such time and place asthe Department 
may designate. The same general instructions, so far as the 
same are appropriate and necessary, will also govern the

Frast LietreyaNt Apoutrucvs H. Vor Lyertwitz, 
U. 6. A., retired, who died at Washingten, D. C., 
Mareh 29, was bern in Prussia, and when the war 
broke out, being a resident of New York, joined the 
64th New York Volunteersin January, 1862, rose to 
the grade of captain, and was mustered out in Sep- 
tember, 1865. In August, 1867, he was appointed 2d 
Lieutenant, 84 U. 8. Cavalry, promoted Ist Lieuten- 
ant in January, 1870, and cashiered July 8, 1870, for 
sundry offences. He was reappointed Ist Lieutenant, 
8d Cavalry, with original date, by the Act of June 
23, 1874, and was retired in 1879, for disability caused 
by the loss of his left leg from a wound received iu 
the line of duty.

OUR NEW NAVY. 

THE first important step toward carrying into ef- 
fect that portion of the act of March 3, 1887, relating 
to the increase of the naval establishment, was taken 
by the Seeretary of the Navy on April 6, under 
which date advertisement appeared inviting propos- 
als for the construction of five new vessels. This 
advertisement is inserted elsewhere in this number 
of the JOURNAL, and in it will be found details as to 
the character of the vessels called for. They are the 
Newark, the appropriation for which was increased 
by the act of March 3, ’87, from $1,100,000 to $1,- 
300,000, the two 4,000-tor cruisers to have a speed 
of 19 knots, and the two gunboats of the type of 
gunboat No. 1, authorized by the same act. The 
plans and specifications for the Newark are about 
complete. Those for the two gunboats are in course 
of preparation; nothing has yet been done upon the 
designs for the two 19 knot cruisers, an‘ it will re- 
quire rapid work to get the plans and spevifications 
ready by June 1, the date when, according to the 
advertisement, all information is to be ready for 
bidders. They were designated in our list of new 
vessels authorized, published March 12, as 5,000- 
ton vessels, the law of March 3, ’87, authorizing 
their construction, not specifying their tonnage. 
Some of the officers of the Department think that 
the Secretary was a little premature in advertising 
for these two vessels at this time, and say that an 
extension of time, for the submission of bids, will 
necessarily follow. 

The Secretary of the Navy is now considering the 
detail for the board to examine the plans opened 
last week for the two 6,000-ton vessels authorized 
by the act of Aug. 3, ’86. Capt. Ramsay, Comdr. 
Goodrich and Asst. Naval Constructor Bowles, it is 
expected, will be the naval members of the board; 
the civilian members are still under advisement. 
The Secretary is known to be very favorably dis- 
posed toward the plans submitted by the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair for the armored cruiser, 
and if the board are of the same opinion he will 
probably have this vessel_built at the Brooklyn Na- 
vy-yard, thus giving the Navy a chance to build its 
own vessel upon its own design in competition with 
private designers and builders. Private builders 
will probably be invited to bid for the construction 
of the other 6,000-ton vessel, known as the double 
bottomed armored battle ship. 

We learn that of the ten designs for new cruisers 
submitted to the Navy Department last week, at 
loast six are worthy of close attention. The one 
submitted by a young Naval officer, Ensign W. I. 
Chambers, is spoken of very highly, and he claims 
for the vessel proposed a capacity to steam across 
the Atlantic at an average speed of 17 knots. Be- 
sides this we have the designs of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction, Chief Constructor T. D. 
Wilson, and that of Constructor S. H. Pook, U.S. N. 





It will certainly be a satisfactory conclusion’ if “the 
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contest of the award should fall to one of the three 
named. It will serve to show that our Naval officers 
can hold their own in competition with the world. 
The Thames Shipbuilding Co.. which offered a de- 
sign, built the Benbow, 10,000 tons, and the Su- 
perb, 9,000 tons, and are now engaged upon the 
Sanspariel. Besides these English naval vessels they 
have built for Germany the Koenig Wilhelm, 9,700 
tons, and for Turkey, the Mesoodiyeh, 8,994 tons, the 
German vessel being originally built for the Turks 
under the name of the Fatikh. The first English 
sea-going armored ship, the Warrior, was also their 
work. The Barrow Shipbuilding Co. constructed 
the torpedo cruiser Fearless. They offer a design 
for the line of battle-ship} as well as the cruiser. 
The first provides for the protection of the water 
line and the guns on the upper deck, leaving the in- 
termediate space unarmored. A deflective deck rises 
from the water line armor. Mr. N. L. Tonns, who 
offers a design, was formerly foreman for Mr. Steers. 
The plans from New Zealand were only rough trac. 
ings representing some special ideas of the designer, 
whois Lloyd’s surveyor at Auckland. The design of 
F. L. Norton, of Washington, had reference, chiefly 
to methods of construction of hull and citadel. 

The following table will sh »w the general character 
of some of these designs in comparison with each 
other : 
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The machinery for the department line-of-battle 
ship was designed by Engineer-in-Chief Loring. The 
Secretary is reported as being much gratified with 
the work of his bureau chiefs on the battle ship, 
and thinks it proper to encourage officers who are 
capable of removing the imputation from the Navy 
that its personnel cannot compete in matters of ship 
construction with civilian experts. 

Every effort has been made to combine all modern 
improvements. ll parts of the work were decided 
upon by the bureau officers after mature delibera- 
tiion and consultation, and they are in perfect ac- 
cord on all matters that relate tothem. As it was 
fully understood that these plans were not 
made to be placed in competition with others pre- 
sented under the Department's circular, but only 
in case that no satisfactory designs were furnished, 
they will not be taken into consideration by the 
Board that will examine and report upon the plans, 
unless all others fail to meet requirements. 

The design of Mr. Chambers includes a novel rig, 
which gives great spread of fore and aft sail, admits 
of being quickly cleared for action and allows of two 
military tops to each masts, in the lower of which are 
mounted four 37 mm. revolving cannon. There are 
six torpedo tubes, giving an all around torpedo fire. 
The two which fire ahead are fixed in line with the 
keel under water. The gun deck battery and the 
berth deck compartments are protected agaist 


bursting shells by double splinter screeas between | 


the guns and by several continuous athwartship bulk- 
heads. The design includes two armored conning 
towers, widely separated, so situated that a clear view 
all around may be obtained from each. The engines 
are especially designed for continuous working at 
hizh speed. This ship has no projecting sponsons 
along the side, is provided with terpedo defence 
nettings ard will carry fourteen boats, two of which 
are second class torpedo boats and two steam 
cutters. 

The designs of Mr. Grandjean are after the model 
of the tumble-home sided French ironclad. That 
of Mr. Watts is for a modified central citad«] battery 
ship. Secretary Whitney is quoted as saying: ‘I 
shall appoint as fair a board as I can constitute to 
examine and report upon them. Persons interested 
in the sabject, as we are, detect new ideas at once 
in the plans. I believe that the spirit is becoming 
thoroughly established in the Department of wel- 
coming new ideas from any quarter. The truth is 
if we can begin our new construction by utilizing 
the best ideas whcrever they are to be found, we 
shali soon not only make them our own, but our iv- 
ventive genius which is of the first order, will carry 
us ahead of others. The policy of enlisting outsiders 
and making it for their pecuniary interest to become 
allies of the Department is getting systematized 
here.” 

This is the spirit for which we have always con- 
tended here, and it is the one that should be in 
fused into every branch of the Service. We have 
heard quite enough of the talk in which too many 
naval officers indulge, to the effect that we must 
depend upon foreign brains and foreign material 
for our improvement in naval matters. The result 
may not come at once, but we have no doubt that 
abundant success wil! attend Mr. Whitney’s efforts 
to stimulate home production. The New York 
Morning Journal says: ‘‘Secretary Whitney is 
likely to live in history as the great Naval Secre- 
tary. Hs has bid the dry bones live. Until he 
took hold of our leaky hulks and our grass-grown 
yards our Navy resembled Coleridge’s ‘ painted ship 
upon a painted ocean.’ There is life where there 
was lethargy, hope where there was despair. We 
have but one favor to ask of Mr. Whitney. It is: 
Let Americans plan the vessels, let Americans con- 
struct them, let Americans man them.” 








JUSTICE TO THE ARTILLERY. 


Pror. MIicHIz’s monograph on the Artillery has 
been received with general tavor by that arm of the 
service, for they see in, his criticisms the hope for 
an improvement of their condition. Thereis one thing 
in regard to which the active minded officers of the 
artillery seemsto be united in sentiment, and that 
is that some opportunity should be given to them 
to acquire a practical idea of modern artillery— 
its construction, manipulation, and management. 
This applies especially to the Captains. The sub- 
alterns are sent to the artillery schoo! and to the 
torpedo scioul, but what means of instruction have 
officers of higher rank in the practical knowledge 
of the machinery of war which they will be expected 
to se5 in motion in case of war? Assuming, for the 
sake of the argument, that modern gunsand forts can 
be improvised, will not the captains in attempting 
to use them be too greatly dependent on others ? 
No study of professional papers will supply the need 
of actual experience with modern appliances for 
war. Whyisit that our artillery Captains are so 
entirely overlooked in the schemes for professional 
improvement? What is to prevent their being sent 
in turn to witness the operations at the ord- 


nance proving grounds, torpedo schools and 
arsenals of construction, foundries, etc.? No 
professional - ambition can supply the lack of 


means for instruction. How many officers of artil- 
lery of long service ever saw a modern breech- 
loading gun, or who know anything practically 
of torpedoes, chronoscopes, dynamite, mod- 
ern powder, and the other new material with 
which they must deal? No opportunity is given 


for practice even with tbe antiquated tools 
that do duty as guns in our forts. 
Upton’s Tactics, though very interesting to 


novices are not a perennial source of delight, 
and the moving of a mortar to the “right” or 





“left” or planting the pointing status, losing 





—_— 


something of its excitement by too frequent repeti - 
tion. 

A - little time spent at public or private 
arsenals of construction would give to our officers 
new ideas that would be found very serviceable in 
their profession. As Professor MicHie well says: 
‘** No foreign service possesses a body of officers so 
unspotted in honor and integrity in general, so 
capable in intellectual and scientific ability, or so 
single-minded in devotion to their profession as 
those who grace the rolls of the artillery of the 
U.S. Army. Perfectly competent to master every 
requirement of the modern system of seacoast de- 
fence, they ask only the means and the oppor 
tunity. They cannot "make? bricks without straw. 
They have a professional right to demand a knowl- 
edge of the guns they are to fight, the works they 
are to defend, and the harbors they are to protect.” 

He contrasts the state of mind of the three hun- 
dred officers of artillery who passed under his 
hands when they left the Academy and their condi- 
tion when he met them in after years—“ listless, 
depressed and cynical. The Academy sent them 
out bright, capable, and full of ambition; the Ser- 
vice enveloped them with such an atmosphere of 
professional inactivity and narrowing routine as to 
effectually suppress them.” 

Most of the artillery officers above the grade of 
1st lieutenant performed valuable service during 
the war, and many of the senior ist lieutepants 
commanded batteries during that critical period. 
In the 1st Regiment four officers declined commis- 
sions ic the cavalry or in the infantry; so did three 
in the 24 Regiment; four in the fourth, and one in 
the 8d. Had these twelve officers accepted these 
tenders of rank, one grade above that which they 
held. many of them would have been field officers 
years ago. But the artillery arm has been treated 
unfairly. The Ordnance? Corps, the Engineers, and 
the officers of the Medical Corps are elizible to pro- 
motion every fourteen years. The artillery almost— 
never. With but five regiments, of twelve compas 
nies, or batteries, as they are called, with four lieu- 
tenants to each battery, promotion is practivally at 
a standstill. Artillery officers must witness their 
classmates’ promo.ion over their heads in every 
other branch of the Service,,and in many instances 
c ptains and majors fill those positions who were 
not even entered at West Point when the old Ist 
lieutenants graduated. 

Two years ago it was proposed to make the senior 
lieutenants captains, and to give asenior and a 
junior captain to each battery, but for some reason 
the bill never became alaw. In 1879 the patient 
subalterps were forced to exercise still greater pa- 
tience. A large number of unassigned infantry lieu- 
tenants were assigned tothe artillery, taking rank 
according to the date of their commissions in the 
infantry arm. This was anything but just, and in 
some instances the injustice was glaring. Consid- 
ering all the disadvantages against which they 
have had to contend, it is not strange that the 
artillery should have settled into a state of hope- 
less apathy, but it is an encouraging sign that 
they welcome so cordially Prof. MICHIE’s attempt 
to arouse public attention to their just demand 
and obvious necessities, 








An “Act to provide for the bringing of suits 
against the Government of the United States” was 
passed by the last Congress and approved on the 
last day of the session, March 3. It gives the Court 
of Claims jurisdiction over all claims against the 
United States, except those for pensions, war claims 
and claims which have heretofore been rejected or 
reported on adversely by any court, department or 
commission. Set-offs, counter claims and claims for 
damages or other demands against the Government 
are also to be determined by the Court of Claims. 
Concurrent jurisdiction is given to the U.S District 
Courts on claims not exceeding $1,000, and to 
the United States Circuit Courts for amounts 
between that and $10,000. Suit must be brought 
within six years of the time when the right 
accrues, and when an account has been left 
unsettled by the proper Department of Government 
for three years after an application for its settle- 
ment, and no suit has been brought by the United 
States, the claimant may petition the court for a 
hearing, and its judgment as to the amount due 
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shall be final. When the decision is in favor of 
the United States it must bring suit to collect 
within three years or its claim is barred. Suit is 
to be brought by filing a petition with the clerk 
of the court having jurisdiction and serving a eopy 
of it upon the U. S. Attorney for the district in 
which the suit is brought and mailing another copy 
to the Attorney-General of the United States. Affi- 
davit of such service and the mailing must be filed 
with the clerk of the court. The Government must 
make answer within sixty days, unless an extension 
is granted, and in default of such answer the 
plaintiff may go on and prove his claim. Parties 
in interest are allowed to testify, and the same 
rights of appeal and writs of error are allowed as in 
other cases, provided that this right is exercised 
within six months. Interest is given at the rate of 
four per cent. on claims allowed until an appropri- 
ation is made for their payment. This law also 
permits the transfer to the Court of Claims all dis- 
putes as to questions of fact which may arise be- 
tween a claimant and the Department, both parties 
to the controversy consenting thereto, and author- 
izes that court to render judgment upon cases com- 
ing before it, or now pending, under the Act of 
March 8, 1883, ‘‘to afford assistance and relief to 
Congress and the executive departments in the in- 
vestigation of claims and claimants against the 
Government. This act also authorizes either House 
of Congress to refer to the Court of Claims for a 
report upon the facts any bill, except for pension, 
pending before it, providing payment for a claim, 
er for a grant, gift or bounty to any person. 
Finally, the act allows to the prevailing party wit- 
nois fees, costs of summonses and court fees. Sec. 
1079, Rev. Stat., forbidding parties in interest to 
testify, is repealed and the provisions of Sec. 1080 
made applicable to this act. It is a most righteous 
law, and will greatly improve the position of all 
who have dealings with the Government, putting it 
in their power to compel a settlement of their 
claims and a final adjustment of accounts within a 
reasonable time. 








WE find that there was one exception to our state- 

ment of last week, as to no officer graduating at the 
head of his class in the Military Academy having 
been assigned to the cavalry. James R. Wasson, 
who headed the class of 1871, was assigned to the 
4th Cavalry, but the colonel of that regiment, R. S. 
Mackenzie, was not an old dragoon of the Mexican 
War. The lieut.-colonel, Jas. H. Carleton, was an 
officer of the 1st Dragoons during the Mexican War, 
but Wasson did not serve under bis command, as he 
went to Japan immediately upon his graduation on 
a leave of absence for one year, at the end of which 
he resigned. Twelvo cadets, who graduated at the 
head, have been assigned to the artillery, viz.: Sam’! 
Gates, 1804; Wm. Gates, 1806; Justus Post, 1807; 
Christopher Van de Venter, 1209; Ebenezer S. 
Sibley, 1827; George W. Ward, 1882, to the 2d 
Artillery; Geo. W. Gardiner, 1814; Wm. H. Wright, 
1888, to the ist Artillery; Albert E. Church, 1828, 
and John R. Williams, 1876, to the 8d Artillery; 
Johr Cleve Symmes, 1847, to the 4th Artillery; Eric 
Bergland, 1869, to the 5th Artillery. To the in- 
fantry have been assigned Joseph M. Wilcox, who 
headed the class of 1812, and who went to the 3d, 
and Rogers Birnie heading the class of 1872, who 
went to the 18th; Augustus L. Roumfort, who 
headed the class of 1817, went to the Marines. Of 
the officers named the following were afterwards 
transferred to the Engineers: Wright, Bergland, 
andGreene. Birnie was transferred tothe Ordnance 
in 1878. We observe that Lord Wolseley says that 
Gen. Lee graduated head of his class; he was No. 
2, Charles Mason being head. Gen. McClellan is 
also credited by a writer in the Sunday Sun as being 
head; he also was No. 2, Col. C. S. Stewart, U.S. 
A., retired, being No. 1. 








Tue Italians appear to have been subjected to 
extraordinary humiliations by the Abyssinians. For 
the release of the Italian prisoners Ras ALOULA de- 
manded not only several thousand rifles and ammnu- 
nition, but, among other demands, the surrender 
of five men of an Arab tribe friendly to the Italians. 
One thousand rifles were sent, and the friendly Ar- 
abs were handed over and executed by Ras ALovLa. 
All the Italians are released excepting Count Savior- 
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noux. The Arabs are naturally greatly incensed 
against the Italians and threaten reprisals. The 
officers of the Italian Army, it is believed, disep 
prove of the surrender of the friendly Arabs. Ras 
ALovuLa’s further demands are said to be very 
pretentious, and an Italian expedition is reported to 
be in preparation. England is subjected to much 
criticism in reference to her dealings with foreign 
tribes, but it shines by contrast with this. 








THE present English scheme fcr examinations for 
Sandhurst and militia candidates for the Army, 
framed in 1885, allows 3,000 marks each tor Mathe- 
matics, #. e., Algebra, Logarithms, Euclid, Plane 
Trigonometry, Mensuration; Latin, French, and 
German in the Class 1, and, in Class 2, 2,000 marks 
each for Greek, Higher Mathematies, #. ¢., Conics, 
Calculus, Statics, Dynamics; English History, (a) 
general sketch and (0) special period; Science, (a) 
Inorganic Chemistry, (0) Mechanics, Hydrostatics, 
Pneumatics, Electricity, Magnetism, and (c) Me- 
chanics, Hydrostatics, Pneumatics, Heat, Light; 
Physical Geography and Geology. A, 6, ¢ are alter- 
nat:ve only. In Class 3, 500 marks are allowed 
for English Essay, Freehand and Geometrical Draw- 
ing, each. This gives the higher place to Languages 
and pnts Science in the rear. The result is shown in 
the fact that in December, 1885, one successful can- 
didate took Science, ninety-two took Latin; in July, 
1886, six took Science, 109 Latin; in December, 1886, 
three took Science, 120 Latin. The French scheme 
for St. Cyr allows 10 each for Arithmetic, Algebra 
and Trigonometry, Geometry, Descriptive Geome 
try, Mechanics, Physical Science, Chemistry, His- 
tory and Literature from Henri Quatre to 1870, 
Geography, German, English, French Composition; 
all are compulsory. The German scheme for Cadet- 
ter Uorps comprises the following subjects, also 
compulsory: Religion, Leading Points in Church 
Doctrine and History; German, Lessing, Schiller; 
German Literature, Goethe; Latin; French; English, 
Macaulay, Extracts of English Literary History, 
some Shakespeare; Mathematics; History and Geo- 
graphy of Germany inthe Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth Centuries; Physics, Heat, Acoustics, Optics, 
Magnetism, Electricity; Mechanics; Physical Geo- 
graphy; Chemistry and Mineralogy. A correspond- 
ent of the United Service Gazette criticises this 
neglect of Science as dangerous, from both a mili- 
tary and commercial point of viow. 








Tue Admiralty Gazette argues that the recent ex- 
periments on the Resistance go to prove that the 
destructive power of the torpedo is not nearly so 
great as was expected, and this after atrial when 
the ship was placed in the most favorable position 
to be attacked. The only certain progress made with 
torpedoes, since the Oberon experiments, is in the 
development of their greater speed. This to a great 
extent is met by the increased speed attained by 
ships. The case of the Polyphemus, when she was 
attacked by torpedo boats in Bantry Bay, is an in- 
stance of their uncertainty, for out of the many 
fired at her there was only one decided hit, when no 
resistance was offered. The report of a recent ex- 
ercise at night quarters on board H. N. 8. Beller- 
ophon shows that a target having been put over- 
board, after half an hour’s firing, with the aid of the 
electric search light, was found to be riddled with 
holes, so that no torpedo boat could have lived 
through the fire. The erratic nature of these weap- 
ons of destruction was shown in Plymouth Sound" 
recently, when a torpedo, fired at a target, struck 
the bow of a mail steamer, lying at anchor, instead 
of going in the direction intended. Torpedo boats 
have yet to be tested in actual conflict. Their 
inability for actual sea service has been satisfact- 
orily demonstrated during the last two years, 
though they may be able to perform usefal and val- 
uable service as aids to coast defence. 
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CAPTAIN KENDALL, U. S. Army, retired, in an an- 
nouncement which appears elsewhere, offers his ser- 
vices gratuitously in advising officers and others as 
to the best form of life insurance.

A noticeable and very valuable feature 
of the report is the large outline map of the “fleld 
ef operations against bostile Chiracahua Indians, 
showing operations from April 12 to date of sur- 
render, Sept. 4, 1886, compiled and drawn by diree- 
tion of Brigadier General N. A. Miles, commanding 
the Department of Arizona, in the office of Ist Lieu- 
tenant E. J. Spencer, Corps of Engineers, Engineer 
officer of the Department. 








THE statue in honor of Gen. Albert Sidney John- 
ston was unveiled with great ceremony at New Or- 
leans on Wednesday, April 6. In response to an in- 
vitation, Albert G. Blanchard, of New Orleans, 
writes: ‘I shall be happy to be present as a feeble 
mark of ny respect and regard for my schoolmate 
at West Point U. S. Military Academy, and my 
vrother officer in the Army.

THE SURGEON GENERAL'S OFFICE. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the N. Y. Times gives a cir- 
cumstantial account of Secretary Endicott’s deal- 
it gs with the office of the Surgeon General whieh 
agrees in substance with the statement originally 
made bere. In response to complaints from the In- 
terior Department that pension papere were de- 
layed, the Adjutant General and Surgeon General 
were at once requested to take steps to relieve the 
War Department as speedily as possible from this 
cause of reproach. Gen. Drum responded promptly. 
Volunteers were called for to do extra work at 
night, and although this extra labor brought no 
extra compensation and provoked some growling it 
was obtained. In the office of the Surgeon-General, 
however, the Secretary’s admonition did not meet 
with the same sort of response. The great troubie 
mm that office was found to exist in the Record and 
Pension Division, iu charge of Major B. F. Pope 
He couid not give assurance even of a hope that help 
could be expected from his division. 

Yet he seut word to the Secretary of War that 
there was no necessity for improvement or change 
in the methods of his office, notwithstanding the 
fact that the office was nearly 10,000 cases in arrears. 
Secretary Endicott did not eujoy che reply made by 
Dr. Pope. Itrevealed unexpected and unvalled-for 
opposition on the part of a subordinate who had 
been requested to doa ww reasonable thing. So 
Dr. Pope was informed tbat he “ must” take 
prompt measures to bring up the arrearages of work 
in bis division. 

The answer to this was unsatisfactery and the Sec- 
retary relieved Dr. Pope, assigning Surgeon C. T. 
Armstrong to bis place, Dec. 8. The Surgeon-Gen- 
eral assigned Pr. Pope, who had been for five years 
in Washington, to duty in New York, but be was at 
once informed that Dy. Pope must go to a western 
port. Dr. Pope thereupon applied for a long leave 
of absence which was refused. It was concluded 
that Dr. Pope's friend in the Surgeon-General’s office 
was the head of tbe adniinistrative branch, Dr. 
Huntington, and the Surgeon-Genveral wus made ac- 
quainted with this view of the situation, and was re- 
quested to pame some other man in Dr. Hunting- 
ton’s place, and an unsatisfactory report being re- 
ceived in regard to matters of administration, in 
regard to which inquiries had been made, the Sec- 
retary of War atonce took the watter iu band per- 
sonaliy peremptorily relieved Dr. Huntington from 
duty in toe Surgeon-General’s office, and ordered 
for duty in his place, Dr. Chas. H. Greenleaf. 

Three months after Dr. Ainsworth took chargetbe 
9,511 of pension cases in arrears had been reduced to 
419, all of which were in the hands of theclerks, 
and the oldest case on hand had been there but five 
daye as against three months at the rime he took 
charge. The average time for examining cases hed 
been reduced from 63 days to four. 80 ot the 300 
clerks were found disabled and essigned +. 
duties, and 20 undesirable clerks were discharged,

* Jr seems it is not so much the artillery in general

For the balf of forty years, however, we have been 
in the wilderness, with no kope but to elamor 
loudly for a Joshua to lead us on, that we may chase 
our enemies victoriously along the way that goeth 
up to Beth-horon and smite them from Azekah to 
Makkedah, which being interpreted is from San 
Antonio Arsenul to Picatinny Powder Depot. But 
it would take another pen than mine to record that 
triumph. He orshe might well undertake the task 
who could write of “letbargic omnipotence, osci- 
tent inertness, habile supineuess,”’ etc., if it were 
not furasuspicion that under such acrobatic ob- 
jurgation there lay more of. a personal grievance 
than professicnal zeal. 

Perhaps there has been some unkind filtering by 
ordinary iutellects through the * regular channels” 
of such aculterated English as that quoted above 
of all its alleged “sense, substance, and vitality.” 

. Perhaps there issome uneasy consciousness that 
the right person was in the wrong place, and that 
unusual merit had been wautonly overlooked in not 
bringing West Point, Fort Monroe, and possibly 
Fort Riley under its wise control, and he who is to 
chronicle the career of the coming “ chief" must 
have no axe to grind but Alexander's, and will need 
rather the brevity of “ Corporal’ Wooster than the 
rbetoric of Corporal Nym. 

There area good many things that begin at home 
besides charity, and beginning at home should also 
stay there. To any unquiet soul who feels he hasa 
mission for reform, and who aches to carry some in- 
structive gospel of bis own particular make into the 
bemghbted lands across the water, we recommend 
the study in the January “Atlantic” of the story of 
the “ King who went cut Governing.”

MUSKETRY AND INSPECTORS. 
To the Editor ef the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HAVE but just noticed the growl “Oneof the 
Inspected’’ publishes on * Inspectors-General” in 
your issue of March 5. Musketry is not so important 
to any other arm of the Service as to the infantry, 
and the words which so exasperate your correspond- 
ent are from Lieut.-Col. Mason. an experienced offi- 
cer of infantry. ‘Ibe interest of infantry officers in 
what so nearly affects their special arm must be per- 
mitted to continue through such temporary detaila 
as Acting Inspector-General. Your correspondent 
is, doubtless, right in bis innuendo that what they 
say may not always receive earnest attention and 
lead to prompt and emphatic action. The words of 
even Acting Inspectors-General are not accepted as 
1ofallible. If they were the commandants of some 
posts would soon sce that there were no longer 
several hundred paragraphs of the A. R. habitually 
ignored, and other commandants would bestir them- 
selves to see that their commands shall not continue 
“s ignorant as wharf rats of the effective use of the 
military weapons they carry. But that the words 
of even Acting Inspectors-General are given some 
weight is demonstrated “by recent orders about tar- 
get practice, which is not restricted to two months, 
4s your correspondent suggests, but to three, which 
may not be * as deep as a well, but will do.” 

Your correspondent’s suggestion that Aeting In- 
spectors-General bad better come to a halt after re- 
porting so much on this matter of target practice, 
and confine themselves to the duties prescribed in 
the Army Regulations from paragraph 1320 to 1377, 
fives a really sweet-scenied illustration ot the 
fardels Acting Inspectors-Genera) Lave to bear, and 
the crass and bumptious ignorance they have to 
contend witb. For paixgraph 1345 expressly men- 
tions target practice as one of the subjects they 
must report upon, and paragraph 1338 gives such 
general powers that the reiteration of this speciaity 
but indicates its importance to all concerned. And 
both of these puragrapbs are within the limits nuw- 
bered by your correspondent. 

Our Acting Inspectors-General are as deserving 
as the officers they praise or the commands they 
criticize. Zealous, meritorious, intelligent, industri- 
ous, well-informed, manly. soldierly and self-reliant, 
they are not presumed to be the best officers in the 
Service, for our Service is too full of admirable offi- 
cers for any smail selection to be accepted as the 
best. But these are good and their best efforts are 
conscientiously and effectively directed solely to the 
best interests of the Service. If their words were 
given more immediate power more good would be 
done the Service. They do all that is within their 
power for the good of the Service. Can the rgst of 
us Say as much for ourselves with our hauds upon 
our hearts? That their efforts bave stirred up the 
ignorant, the indifferent, the heedless, and the worth- 
less is some satisfaction to us lookers-on in Vienna, 
that they cannot eradicate them from the Service is 





a@ regret. The reticence and self-restraint imposed 
in the Inspectors-General Department and the evid- 
ent callowness or crankiness of your correspondent 
joo prevent any notice from them of this little at- 
tack. But it furnishes a sufficiently good text to 
record the impression of many fair-minded officers 
who wish good and only good to every vranch and 
phase of the Service, that the Service 1s not perfect. 
that its excellence depends upon the united and 
zealous efforts of all, and the growing habit of the 
inspected inspecting the inspectors is an unsoldierly 
symptom of how all authority is becoming under- 
mined in our Army. Only bigher authority has au- 
thority to inspect. Acting Inspectors-General can 
do nothing of themselves. They areset to it by the 
authority to whom they report. And these reports 
set the little people they report ‘upon °tu defamiug 
them and worse, if one chose te tell the gossip 
of the garrisons and officers. If our Army is 
too perfect or too rotten to endure inspection, let 
us dispense with it and go each his own way, or if 
the present Acting Inspectors-General are not a 
good officers for the purpose let us relieve them wit 
better or confess the Line his no officers fit for these 
duties. Four of our six Brigadiers have three Acting 
[Inspectors General. Butif weareto be inspected 
like other armies let us be as soldierly as they in 
sustaining our inspectors, remembering their re- 
ports get all their weight and significance from us 
as we are worthy or unwortby, and if we accept, as 
they must submit, their reports like men, and each 
make them profitable, likeanother writing, ‘for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction that we may be 
thoroughly equipped forall good works.”

THE U. 8. SENATE IN 1860. 


TUE CAPITAL CITY—SOME PERSONAL NOTES. 


A RETROSPECTIVE glance over twenty-six years, to 
ante bellum times, reveals innumerable changes in 
government and many wodifications and altera- 
tions in the laws relating to the administration of 
public affairs, especially military and naval. 

The great Civil War has been fought, slavery has 
been abolished, and the herculean task of recon- 
struction bas been successfully accomplished. In 
1860 President James Buchanan was serving the last 
year of his term as Chief Magistrate of the nation. 
His commanding figure and venerabie face, with 
snowy bair brusbed straight back, was often seen in 
the Capitol or on Pennsylvania avenue. 

Vice-President John C. Breckenridge, of Ken- 
tucky, presided over the Senate in a manner both 
dignified aud capable. He was a remarkably band- 
some man with strong, aquiline ;features, dark 
complexion, and jet black hair. 

John P. Hale, of New Hampshire, was hale by 
nature as wellas by name. Intellect shone in bis 
closely shaven, ruddy face, and he was withal a 
clear and a forcible speaker. 

Of Charles Sumner, of Massachusetts, a personal 
description alone is necessary. Picture, then, a tall, 
rather spare man with features somewhat resem- 
bling those of Geo. William Curtis. His side- 
whiskers, of the scyle termed mutton-chop, in- 
creased the resemblance tg the journalist. 

For months Mr. Sumner lay at death's door from 
the effects of tne fierce and cowardly assault made 
upon bim in a Senate comraittee room by Brooks, 
the fire-eating South Carolinian. 

Connecticut's two Senators were James Dixon and 
La Fayette 8. Foster. Both were men of powerful 
intellect and pure lives, while the first named was 
among the foremost orators of that time. Henry B. 
Anthony, of Rhode Island, was a universal favorite. 
When he died « quarter of a century later, he was 
about entering upon his sixth consecutive term of 
office. He was a fine appearing, fresh-faced man of 
much dignity and refinement. 

William H. Seward and Roscoe Conkling were the 
Senators from the Empire State. Mr. Seward was 
pot a handsome man, but his face denoted great 
mental vigor. His colleague was of imposing ap- 
pearance. He usualiy wore a dark blue, frock-coat, 
which was—like old Grimes's—“ all buttoned down 
before.” Simon Cameron, of Pennsylvania, was of 
about the middle height. He was an eloquent 
speaker and was much respected by his fellow Sena- 
tors. Reverdy Johnson, of Maryland, resembled 
somewhat Gen. Benj. F. Butler. He was regarded 
as among theablest lawyers of that day. James 
Mason, of Virginia, became more widely known a 
little later because of bis nautical association with 
Joho Slidell, of Louisiana, 

Jefferson Davis, of Mississippi, was a graduate of 
West Point, and prided himself upon his military 
knowledge. Whether or not he subsequently em- 
ployed that knowledge to the benefit of his couvtry 
isa matter of opinion. He was aman of ordinary 
size, rather slim, with gray hair, and he suffered 
with his eyes 1o such an extent that he always wore 
goggles. 

Ot the great orators, Stephen A. Douglas. of Illi- 
nois, yclept “the ‘little giant,’’ looms up physically 
about five feet five, metaphorically and mentally, to 
a vast nititude. Whoever bas heard him speak uvon 
the floor of the Senate never can forget him. Small in 
stature he was great in intellect and unsurpassed in 
eloquence. He could have commanded the attention 
of the empty chairs themselves, bad not the very 
rumor of a speech by him invariably filled them, as 
well as every availubleseatin the Senate galleries. 

Judah P. Benjamim, Slidell’s colleague from 
Louisania, was, a8 his name denotes, of the Hebrew 
race. A man of great ability, his nawe is well 
known throughout this country and England. 

McDougal, of California, was a very eloquent 
speaker; so was James Wvolittie, of Wisconsiu, and 
there were many others there of whom “we shall not 
gaze upon their like again.” : 

Gen. Sam. Heuston, of Texas, used to sit at his 
desk during the session and whittle. Little bobbins 
for winding silk he fashioned without number, and 
his desk was always surrounded by whittlings. Some- 
where a strain of Yankee blood_must have mingled 
iu his veins, if there be any truth ia tradition. 

Old Captain Bassett, the veteran doorkeeper, was 
then, as now, a universal favorite, and his prema- 
turely gray hair gave to him the appearance of ven- 
erable dignity. 

Jobn Sherman, of Obio, was a thin-faced man with 
Fries bar, and he was a good speaker. Yulee, of 

erida, was a short man, who wore a@ yellow vest, 





The Senate pages were bright, intelligent boys 
they were widows’ sons, all under sixteen years o 
age, and some much younger. They were all upon the 
best of terms with themse] ves and with the Senators. 
Polite and gentlemanly always, they yet were no 
respeeters of persons, and the eccentricities an’ pe- 
euliarities of the Senators were mimicked and imi- 
tated by them, to thegreat delight of whoever were 
admitted as spectators to their mock sessions of the 
Senate. 

These meetings were usually held during the Ex- 
ecutive Sessions of the real Congress, when pages 
and spectators alike were banished by tbe sergeant- 
at-arms. They were invariably conducted in strict 
accordance with parliamentary law and usage. The 
presidirg officer was entirely capable of conducting 
a real session, and Senators have been known while 
temporarily vecupying the chair, to puzzle over far 
less complex questions of procedure than were set- 
tled by him without a moment's hesitation. All the 
great questions of the day and of the hour were pre- 
sented at these meetings. and no knotty point was 
too difficult or hard of adjustment and disposition 
fer these amateur statesmen. 

The pages augmented their monthly pay of $60 by 
collecting the autographs of the Senators and selling 
them to visitors for from $2.00 to $2.50 aset. A hand- 
some album was rrocured for this purpose and the 
President’s and Vice-President s names oe on 
the first and second pages, followed by that of each 
Senator, as convenience and opportunity rendered 
most desirable. 

Wasbington to-day is scarcely recognizable as the 
Capital of a quarter of a ceutury ogo. Penpsyl- 
yauia avenue, that broad and beautiful thorough- 
fare, was paved with common cobble stones of un- 
equal size, and abounded in holes and ruts, which 
rendered riding or driving over it extremely dis- 
agreeable. The other streets wero litt'e better than 
mud-holes during the winter mouths and it was 
not an uncommon sight to witness carriages im- 
mersed in mud up to the wheel-hubs. No better 
paved streets can now be found in any city in the 
United states and the maxim, * extremes meet," is 
here strikingly verified. Some handsome residences 
there certainly were in Washington in 1860, but a 
peculiarity of the city then was that often a negro's 
cabin stood in close proximity to a handsome domi- 
cile. W. W. Coreoran, the well-known pbilan- 
thropist, occupied a very handsome house of dark 
red, pressed brick, at the corner of Seventeenth and 
H streets. Mrs. Freeman Clark and her sister, Miss 
Coleman, another on H street, opposite Lufayette 
square. Near it on the present site of the Arlington 

otel was Gen. Cass’s residence. Montgomery Blair 
lived on Pennsy!vania avenue, in a plain brick heuse 
opposite the old War Department. Geo. M. Riggs, 
the banker, had a house on I street, near Mr. Cor- 
coran’s. 

Judge Wayne, of the Supreme Court, livedon D 
street near Judiciary Square. 

Mrs. Ogle Tayloe, who used to drive out to the 
races four-in-hand, and who was one of the most 
popular ladies in Washington, Jived on Sixteenth 
street, east of La Fayette Syuare. Her residence 
was noticeable for the long line of carriages that 
stood in front of it upon ber reception dars. 

Next door to 1t was Wormley’s Club House, at the 
entrance of which Sickles shot Philip Barton Key. 
Near by also lived William H. Seward, in a plain but 
comfortable house. 

The old Blair mansion at Silver Spring. in the 
northern suburb ef Washington. avd “* Arling- 
ton,”’ the home of General (then Colonel) Robert E. 
Lee, with a few of the residences on Georgetown 
Heights, were the most noticeable suburban resi- 
dences. The two first named were rendered histori- 
cal by the Civil War. The Blair homestead from 
the battle of Fort Stevens and its occupancy by 
(C‘enfederate troops in July, 1864, until Major. General 
H. G. Wright, with bis invincible Sixth Corps, drove 
Jubal A. Early out of Maryland, much faster than 
he entered that State. Arlington is now renowned 
as having received to ber bosom many thousauds of 
Union dead. *“ The Soldier’s Home” this spot should 
have been named. The place that bears that name 
is, however, one of the loveliest spots near Wash- 


ington 

Witlara’s was the hotel. The Ebbitt, Brown's, the 
National, the Metropolitan, the okt Washington 
House, the home of Henry Wilson, of Massachusetis, 
and possibly other hotels eaisted in those days. 

A well-known figure in Washington was that of 
Brevet Lieut.-General Winfield Scott. He lived at 
Wormley’s Club Honse, and his gigantic and martial 
form was daily to beseen entering or leaving bis 
cab at the door. His dark bay coupé-borse, like 
bimself, was far above the ordivary height, .and 
everybody looked around when General Scott decve 

ast. Soviety wus then much the same astiow. A 

reer, more genercus hospitality prevails there than 
elzewhere in America. It is said that * All good 
Americans go to Paris when they die.’’ They should 
go to Washington while they live, and should re- 
main there at least one season if they wish to enjoy 
life.

A NEW LIFE BUOY. 

Nana Caper A. Rust, U. 8S. N., at present at- 
tached to the U. 8. 8. Richmcnd, bas recentiy in- 
vented a * Reel Life Buoy,” designed to be used on 
seagoing vessels of all kinds for the purpose of res- 
cuing any person who may happen to fall overboard 
in the shortest possible time—avd recover mun 
and buoy without the necessity of lowering 
a boat. The broy is intended to bo suspended 
from a platform buiit over the stern of the 
ship. The reel is on a pivot above, and around it is 
wound a steel wire or rope. as desired, one end of 
which is attached to the buoy. This rope is intended 
to be able to pay out for half amie. The reel is 
also provided with a crauk and biake. It is dropped 
quickly into the water by disenzaging a hook.. The 
buoy contains a port fire, friction primers and a 
“Very” signal pistol, with water-proof cartridges, 
to enable a man at night to sigual theship. The 
locker containing the latter is also spacious enough 
to hold a can of hard bread and a flask of stimu» 
lants, so that if the rope should break and the buoy 
get adrift there would be food enongh foraman for 
several days. There is also an arrangement by 
which oil is used tosmooth the sea in rough weather.

THE NATIONAL DRILL. 


. Tue entries for the national drill to be held in 
Washington the last week in May closed April2. A 
number of entries not vet recorded are on their 
way and will be received. having been mailed be- 
fore the date of closing. The entries recorded are 
distributed as follows among the different branches 
ef the service: Regimental drill. 4: battalion, 5; 
artillerv, 7; Gatling eun, 2; infantry compunies. 65: 
school cadet corps.7; zouave,5: individual drill 
(about) 82; rifle practice (about) 98; military bands 
and drum corps (about) 22. The entries from New 
York are: 8th Separate Company. of Rochester; 
Keck Zouaves. of Johnstown; Cadet Corps. Peeks- 
kill Military Academy; and a large number of en- 
tries for rifle practice. New Jersey will send Com- 

any C, lst Battalion National Guards. From Rhode 

sland will come the 5th Battalion of Infantry, four 
companies which will al-o compete in the infantry 
dnil by companies. Connecticut will be represented 
by the Sarsfield Guards, of New Haven, and New 
Hampshire bv the Sheridan Guards, of Manchester. 
The States whicb will be most strongly repr sented 
are Virginia; Kentucky, which will send a regiment, 
a battalion ard a hattery: Ohio. which will senda 
regiment, two battalions and sevt ral companies of 
infavtry; Michigen, Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and lowa. From Tacoma, Washington Territory, a 
company of infantry will cross the continent to 
take part in the competition. The Southern States 
except Virgini» ard Kentucky will be slimlv repre- 
sented, even if all the organizations which have 
been entered apnear and t: ke part. The entries are 
as follows, by senarate companies: Alabama, three, 
iucluding the two Mcntgomery companies: Georgia, 
one, the Atlanta Rifles; Louisiana, two; Texas, two; 
North Carolina, three; Mississippi, two. Arkansas, 
Florida, Seuth Carolina and Tennessee are not re- 
presented by entries. 

A despatch fron. Montgomery, Ala., states that 
two military companies of that city, the Grays and 
Blues, have determined to withdraw because mili- 
tary companies composed of colored men have been 
allowed toenter. A despatch from Jackson, Mis:., 
says: Capt. George L. Green. of the Capital Light 
Guards, which are entered for the Washington Drill. 
bas telegraphed the Secretary of the National Drill 
Association, asking if negro companies would be 
allowed to compete. 

The following telerram was sent to the San An- 
tonio and Belknap Rifles, in response to one sent 
asking if the colored troops would camp and drill 
with the whites, and if they would be recognized in 
the appointment of officers of the day: 

WASHINGTON, April 6. 
To Capt. F. J. Badger, San Antonio: 

No. There seems to an entire misconception. Gen. An- 
dereon enters the Virgiuia Brigade. In it are two negro 
companies. If they‘come thev will be camped separately and 
drilled separatelv. Please show to this to Cipt. Green. 

ALBERT ORDWAY, Chief of Military Committee. 

The three colored organizations entered are Co. A, 
Washington Caders, of Washington, and the State 
Guard and Attucks Guard. of Richmond, Va. Gen. 
Charites J. Anderson. of Richmond, commander of 
the Ist Brigade of Virginia Volunteers, expresses 
himself emphatically as approving the position of 
the committee with reference to allowing colered 
companies to participate iv the drill. Gen. Ander- 
son's command includes the twe colored Virginia 
companies. The general says he will bring the whole 
brigade, horse, foot and artillery, amovnting to 
about 30 companies and five batteries. Adjutant- 
General Jones, of North Carolina, bas also expressed 
strong'y his approval of the position taken by the 
management on this question. He savs they could 
have no other position in a Nationa! drill, and that 
law, reason and justice are all ou their side, as they 
undoubtedly are.

ARTILLERY AT THE NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 
NEW ORLEANS, March 30. 
Tothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Muc8 dissatisfaction has been expressed of late among 
the members of the different artillery organizations, and the 
press has also reported the dissatisfaction of their artillerv 
companies regarding the artillery rules of the drill which 
takes place at Washington in the latter part Of May next. 

It appears that the management has taken a new 
departure in that particular brancb of the service 
by making a _ specialty of platoon drills in ar- 
tillery. To all successful contests standing gun arills have 
taken the precedent and have brought to'the front the creck 
artillerymen from all sections of the country and have in 
their particular line far excvlie1 the Regular Service. 

Tn the first place a platoon of artillery proper requires en- 
tirely too many men, and in consequence the expenses at- 
tached to the competing artillerymen will by far exceed the 
amount of prize monty. 

Again, a platoon drill in artillery requires a great 
acat of practice for both men and horses, but in this 
instance the officers and drivers to be used are tobe from 
regulars, therefore all the pr:ctical working of the platoon 
10 field movements will be done by the Regulars and only 
the detachment proper will consist of the volunteer can- 


noneers. 

A piatoon drill in artillery is decidedly a bobtail affair, so 
far as the public is concerned. It is not at all practicable for 
field service, and, in fact, would be a parallel case on moving 
two companies of infantry in battalion movements. It is an 
indisputable fact that the perfection attained in this artil-- 


lery hof the militia service has been confined to dis- 
mounted detachments, and if the management would offer 
the $2,000 prize money (that is, $1,200 to the first and $800 to 


tho second) and divide it differently so that.a portion of the 
same could be meade opt for dismoun ed attachments, it 
would be the cause of bringing to Washington the finest ar- 
tillery commands in the country. 

If the programme remains as it is, only for platoons, the 
chances are that the artillcry part of the programme will be 
very tame. It would be far more practicable to offer of the 
t-vo, prizes money $1.000 and $500. respectively, for the best 
standing gun drill. Tiis would, no doubt, bring togetber 
the c.ack detachments of Indianapolis, St. Louis, Louisville, 
Dalias, Mobile, New Orleans, and all others of prominence, 
which would be the fe ture of the great drill, and then offer 
the remaining $500 for the best drilled detachment in a bat- 
tery drill, commanded by U. 8. officers and worked by W. S. 
drivers. Astothe practicability of the battery drill there 
can be no doubt, for the last competition in Galveston Sey of 
illustrated the fact. Inthe oninion of all present the drill 
under Capt. Lancaster was the finest exhibition of battery 
drill seen upon a drill ground. 

In a battery drill under the above suggestions the public 
would be treated to au exhibition that has as yet never been 
given under such favorable circu mstances, because the U ni- 
ted States officers in command would know exactly how to 
handle a battery. 

The three combined, the Regular U. 8. officers, the drivers 
of the Regulars, and the National Guard cannoneers will, be- 
yond a doubt, make the finest display ever given.

ELECTION v. APPOINTMENT OF N. C. OFFICERS.

In reading ** Ours” for March, T was struck with the fact 
that one of the company communications, as well as the 
editorial columns, contained statements in condemnation of 
the resolution pissed by the recent National Guard Conven- 
tion, recommending the appointment of non-com. Officers. 
In both articles, the delegates who favored this resolution, 
are spoken of as the pushers and promoters of a scheme, and 
in fact by their general tone, seem to imply that only those 
who Oppose such » change in the code, have the interest of 
the National Guard at heart, while its advocates are actuated 
by personal and unworthy motives. Now this is so far from 
the truth thut I feel contrained, as an act of justice, to ask 
for the publication of a few lines on the other side of the 
question. 

It may be stated as a proposition, not to be refuted, that 
for a company to become what it should be, it must have 
in addition to earnest, enthusiastic members, a set of non- 
com. officers who are competent to fulfil the requirements 
of their yy and who will also work in thorourh har- 
mony wiih the commandant, on whom rests the responsi- 
bility for the discipline, efficiency in drill and general state 
of the company, and whose authority under the present laws, 
is not at all commensurate with tbe cares and responsibili- 
ties of his position. 

In this connection I agree with one of the writers in 
“ Ours,” that the non-coms. are ona different footing from 
the members of a General’s or Colonel’s staff, who retire, 
with their superior, from office, but [ would rather liken 
them to the heads of departments in our city government, 
the non-com. officers of the Mayor who serve for a stated 
term, and the same principle that after years of agitation, 
wave to our city single headed departments, with the au- 
thority aad responsibility placed where they belong, in one 
and the same person, should govera the affairs of a com- 
pany in the N. G. 

AS to the ill-effects of the present elective system of non- 
com. officers, [can say without fear of contradiction, that in 
avery large number of organizations, the most populer 
men socially are elected, irrespective of ability or fitness, 
und even in the organizations using the proper discretion 
in this matter and choosing competent non-com. officers, it 
is often the case that men areelected not in accord with the 
commandant. 

The damage done to an organization by non-coms. of the 
ist class does not need to be eniarged upon, but that result- 
ing from those of the 2d class is greater than would be sup- 
posed at first thought. An experience of 15 years in the Na- 
tional Guard, seven years as company commandant, has 
taught me that without the earnest support, the hearty c»- 
operation of, and the most harmonious accord between the 
officers and non-com. officers of a company, the command- 
ant will vainly try to raise the standard of bis command, or 
meet in any way the many and varied requirements of his 
position. 

Conceding that in a few regiments the elective systein is 
productive cf only the lesser evjland that only in occasional 
instances, I ask the members of these organizations, 
whether, taking into consideration the impossibility ot bav- 
ing one law for pirt of the National Guard and another law 
for the other part, it is not their duty, if they have any re- 
gard for the welfare and advancement of the National 
Guard as a whole, to submit gracefully to the necessary 
yielding up of their little prejudices and pet personal ideas 
for the benefit of the entire Service. 

has been said that it would bea refiection on the good 
sense of the men and on their ability to govern themselves 
were the appointment of non-coms, vested in the captain, 
but are not the men casting a greater reflection on them- 
selves by their attitude on this subject ? 

Do they not practically say, that while the Code gives 
them the privilege of electing their commandant, that privi- 
ewe is used to elect a man whom they do not respect or trust 
sufficiently to give him the power to appoint his assistants 
for fear of his abusing that power or showing favoritism ? 
The ability of men who choose sucha captain, to make a 
—— selection of non-coms. is not very apparent to my 
mind. 

Here I would call the attention of these men to the para- 
graph in Regulations which says that the authority of the 
Capt in ia military matters shall be supreme, and to ask if 
that principle does not cover the designating of the fittest 
men to hold nop-com. offices. 

I have lately beard two expressions from the mouths of 
military men, that in my opinion are much to be condemned. 
One is the wurd rights as applied to the privileges now en- 
joyed by the men of electing their officers and non-com. offi- 
cers, and the other is the word representative as applied to 
the commissioned officers of the National Guard. The mis- 
taken idea these two words express if carried to any length 
lead to disastrous results. We have had -—_ too lately in 
our own city an example of this fact, where the majority of 
the men in a regiment, deluded by these false ideas, broke 
out in open rebellion because the officers exercised the priv- 
ilege given them by the Code of voting according to their 
goss eens and personal opinions at an election for 

‘olonel. 

Iam bold enough to declare that the officers or members 
of the Nationa) Guard have no _ rights in connection with 
their strictly military duties, that are either inherent in 
cremselyes or guaranteed by law or constitution, but they 
do have certain privileges granted by the Code and liable to 
change or to be taken away by the same power that con- 
ferred them, and all good soldiers are willing to accept and 
obey the law as made by the proper authority, without re- 

rd to their personal feelings or private opinions. 

While on thissubject I must say that My owu experience 
has been that not over one man in a hundred joins the N. 
G. with any idea of, or desire for rights in rerard to the el- 
ection of non-commissioned officers, but solely from liking 
for military life or desire to form pleasant associations. Tne 
false ideas as to rights, duties, etc., now so much in vogue, 
are gradually instilled into his mind after becoming a mem- 
ber. I would also earnestly disclaim the idea that the com- 
missioned otlicers are in any sense reoresentatives todo the 
wil! of the rank and til: asthe delegutes to a political conven- 
tion obey the behests of their constituents,or the public civil 
ofticer carries out the ideas and principles of those who elect 


m. 

On the contrary, a military officer is elected to commani4, 
not to represent; in fact, his sworn duty is to carry out the 
laws governing the National Guard, irrespective of the 
wishes or desires of the men under his command, and regard- 
less of the effect on his own popularity with the members of 
his company or organization. 





‘ Ju conclusion permit me to say that the person who would 





accept a commission, knowing that he was expected to be a 
figurehead, to deter his own judgment to the varying will 
of 50 or 100 men under him, would be unworthy of holding 
his rank or filling his position, and, in fact, hardly fit tu be 
honored with the title of MAN. 


TWO NEW COMPANIES FOR NEW YORK. 


On Monday. March 25, Col. J. H McGrath, of the Inspec- 
tor -General's Department, mustered into service what will 
bereatter be known as the 24th Separate Co., located at Mid- 
dietown, N. Y. The new company is composed of bealthy, 
able-bodied, intelligent material und numbers at present 57 
men, a very promising outlook. The com wand, considering 
all the circumstances, made a very satisfactory showing 
both as regards drill and general appearance of the men. 
The commander is Captain Charles B. Wood, who, although 
be has no record as a National Guard soldier, served through 
the entire war and left the service as Captain of the 124th 
N. Y., witb the brevet of major. He was wounded at 
Spottsylvania. The Ordvance Department provided the 
company with arms e:rly duriag the present week. 

Another company was mustered in at Oleau on Tuesday, 
March 29, -vhich wil] take the number 43. Its captain is 
Culver G. Thyng, who has not served in the State trvops, 
but made considerable record as drill master of a private 
Organization. This compiny musters 56 men, of superior 
material. The commander and the rank and file are re- 
ported as very energetic, anxious to improve, and fuil of 
military ardor. What they lack is a thorough knowledge 
of the Tactics, the system under which they were in- 
structed so far being somewhat irregular. 

Both companies are certainly vast + fo on those 
recently disbanded, and the State, to all appearances, made 
a profitable exchange.

M., the 12th New York will 
leave forever their present quarters, at 45th street and 
Broadway,to move into the new quarters provided for 
them by the city. It isa memorable event in the history of 
the regiment. he new armory is commodious, solid, and 
constructed according to the best, most modern and practi- 
cal principles applicable to structures ot this kind. It con- 
tains comfortably well-fitted up quarters, and roomy drill 
halls for times of peace, and can sustain a protracted siege 
in times of trouble.

Gen, Daniel Butterfield. who commands the Veterans of 
the regiment who served in the campaigns of 1861, ‘62 and 
‘63, and also those who have been honorably discharged 
from the present regiment for full term of service, to par- 
ticipate in the parade on taking possession of the new arm- 
ory. The committee for this purpose consists of Geo. Wm. 
G, Ward, Col. Henry A. Weeks, Gen. Fred. T. Locke, Maj. 
Henry A. Bostwick and Capt. Jas. A. Boyle.

Captaio A. B. Garland, Jr.. has been appoiated Adjutaut- 
General of the State of Alabama, with rank of Colonel of 
Cayairy, to date from February 16, 1887. 


MASSACHUSETTS MILITIA, 


In 8. 0.38, of April 2, the Governor grants permission to 
military organizations of other States to enter and pass 
through the Commonwealth, armed and equipped, en 
route to and returning from the National Eacampment 
and Drill at Washington in May and June next. 

The Boston Globe says: ** The success of the prize drill to 
be held at Tremont Temple, Boston, on the evening of 
April 7, is now assured, Entries numbering pearly 50, 
among them being the pick of the best drilled soldiers of 
the militia, represevting every regiment in the service, 
have already been received. The committee appointed to 
select the judges bave succeeded in securing the following 
nawed officers to act in that important position: Major 
George A. Copeland, 8th Mass. Intantry: Lieut. Charles L. 
Cornell, Light Battery B, 4th Artillery, U. S. A., and Lieut. 
Wiathrop Alexander, Co. A, Ist Mass. Infantry. Companies 
of the militia all over the State are taking an unusual in- 
terest in the affair, and tickets, with good seats, are already 
bringing a premium.” 


MISSOURI. 


GOVERNOR MARMADUKE was expected to issue an order 
this week disbanding the entire militia force of the State 
in consequence of the failure of the Legislature to pass 
the necessary appropriations. 








SECOND COMPTROLLER’S OFFICE. 


THE Second Comptroller has written a communi- 
cation to the Secretary of War in which he says: 


“Tam in receipt of your letter of Jan. 17, 1887, requesting 
to be informed as to the status of the following accouuts in 
this office and whether or not any of them have n al- 
lowed by me after reconsideration: Accounts of Surg. Bil- 
lings, Lt. Ray, 8th Inf., and Capt. Wheeler, Corps of Enyrs. 
Accounts of Capt. J. B. Rawles, 5th Art., and otber light 
battery officers for mounted pay prior to time when battery 
wus fully equipped and mounted. Accounts of Majors 
smith and Tucker, Pay Dept., for payments made by order 
ot Secretary of War to expert witues3-s in case, of Cadet 
Whittaker. In the same ietter it is announced that ‘it1s 
the intention of the Secretary to submit these cases to the 
Court of Claims, under the provisions of section 2, Act of 
March 3, 1883, as matters pending in an Executive De- 

artment involving a controverted question of law, viz.: 
The right of the Secretary of War to exercis2 this discretion 
in determining what is proper militarv duty; the right to 
order officers abroad and direct the payment of mileage to 
them when necessary, and in the rtvrmance or what, in 
the exercise of that discretion, tne Secretary of War deems 
proper military duty; and the right of the Secretary to di- 
rect payment to be made from up appropriation under his 
control for services which he deems necessary for the 
discivline and maiatenance of the Army.’” 

Iu reply the Comptrolier says the cases re 
ferred to were settled several months ago, but were 
carefully re-examined and the decision adhered to 
and the vouchers were again rejected. in regard to 
submitting the cases to the Court of Claims, the 
Comptroller states that only the Secretary of the 
Treasury can take such action. In cunclusion he 
says: 

If the Secretary of War has any doubt with reference to 
the correctness of his own views upon any or all of the ab- 
stract questions of law propounded in his letter, the opin- 
ion of the Court of Claims thereon might be of value to him, 
but as this officer has no doubt, and,so far asit can be 
learned, this Department nas none with reference to the 
correctness of the adjustment of toe accounts referred to, it 
is not seen how a reterence of these cases bv another De- 
partment to the Court of Claims can affect the past or con- 
trol the future action of the Treasury Department there- 
on.” 

The Second Comptroller has disallowed the claim 
of Lieut. John QO. Nicholson, U, S. Navy, for sea pay 
on the U. 8. S. Constitution and Minnesota. In sup- 
port of his ruling the Comptrollerjquoted from Gen- 
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eral Orders No. 230, of Aug. 3, 1877, in which it is 
previded that 

“Vessels in commission, lying in port, held in reserve for 
sea services, and reduced in complemext, will be considered 
by the Department as On special shore service, and the offi- 
cers attached thereto on shore duty.” 

Comptroller Maynard has returned to the Fourth 
Auditor the papers relating to the cash accounts of 
Charles W. Whipple, Lieut. of Ordnance, U. 3. A., 
from July 1, 1884, to May 31, 1885, wherein turee 
vouvbers were disallowed. He re-examiped the case 
because the Chef of Urdnance claimed that the ex; 
penditures were made with the express consent of 
the Second Comptroller. Judge Maynard failed to 
find anything iu the papers present to war.ant such 
a broad assertion. He says: 

“There isan entire failure of satisfactorv evidence that 
these vouchers represented the actual and necessary ex- 
penses of the members of the board at the Proving Ground 
at Saudy Hvook,and until that fact is established further 
discussion of the other question raised is unnecessary.” 

The Comptroller has also disallowed the claim of 
Surg. Hawpion Aulick, U.S. N., for sea pay while 
serving on the monitor Ajax. In speaking of the 
monitors at City Point, the Comptroller states that 
they are rot in condition for sea service, and that 
service rendered by an officeron a vessel for its 
preservation merely cannot be considered sea ser- 
vice.

2. A battalion in Jine without color guard and color bearer, 
shoul i march as provided for a battalion advancing to an 
attack—Paragraph 410; the guide of the battalion would be 
the non commissioned officer between the right and left 
centre companies, the basis of alignment would be the Cap- 
tains of the right and left centre companies and the front 
rank of the left set of fours of the right centre company. 

3. Battalion in hne—At the command “ Rear open order, 
march,” the left sergeant and left file closer face to the 
front.

REACTIONARY OPINIONS ON MAGAZINE 


RIFLES. 


A prFspAtcH from St. Petersburg says: “ Gens. 
Dragomiroff and Suebecheff, the former of whom 
is a well known Russian authority on all military 
matters, have each published an article against tLe 
alleged advantages of the adoption of a magazine 
repeating rfi-. Gen. Dragomiroff claims that the 
present arming of European armies with magazin« 
weapons is due solely to tbe force of imitation and 
example set by the inordinate military rivalry 
which exists between France and Germany, not 
only 1n the matter of rifles, but also in melinite, ro- 
barite and everything elsc that would give the one 
an undue advantage over the other in the coming 
strugele. He recommends the retention of the 
American Berdan rifle at present ug%éd in the Prus- 
sian army, with a smaller calibre, pressed powder 
and steel | ointed bullets.’ 

The Commandant of the Military District of 
Odessa has issued a gen-ral order to the same effect. 
He says, among other things it may be seriously 
doub'ed whether rapidity of fire—the only advan- 
tage of the repeating rifle—is not more than com- 
pensated ny all these inconveniences. Is it not better 
to await patiently the perfection of the repeating 
rifle than to condemn offhand an arm which bas 
shown its value on so many fields? Even thore who 





have decided in favor of the oew rifle confess that 
it is not the system of the arm used, but the manner 
in which it is handled, and the character of the 
troops who bear it, that really counts. A General 
Order addressed to the Guards on August 28, 1877, 
contained among others the following passage: 
“*It is neither by superiority io numbers, bor ar- 
mament, nor the strength of defensive positions 
that ou leaders bave rendered their names immor- 
tal in victories over their enemies, but by their 1uiti- 
ative, their generalship, and the valor of tteir sol- 
diers.’ These words of the august commandant of 
the Guards were brilliantly justified on the fleld of 
battle. Let us be convinced tiat the time fora 
change in the armament of our army bas not yet 
arrived: and that with the historical valor of our 
troops we shall have nothing to fear with our mag- 
uificent Berdan rifle from any arm our enemies may 
bring against us.”’ 

An English officer holding an enviable command 
in India says, on the contrary: * Bear in mind it 
will be nothing more than manslaughter tosend our 
men into the field with single breechloaders against 
un enemy using repeating rifies.”’ 








CHINESE INSIGNIA OF RANK, 


“Tur worthy, the Editor of the Philadelphia In- 
quirer,”’ has received a letter from a Chinaman with 
the suggestive name of *“ He-Li-Too,”’ who describes 
the insignia of Chinese rank. Ue says: 


What surprises your attention ? To meet a dignitary wear- 
ing on his hat a ball or glooule, called better a * sphere,” and 
being about an inch in diameter. We know officuls by these 
spheres, and they mark rank the same as do your stars, bars 
and buttons, ou may not understand the precedence of 
our “two-rine ranks,” or of the “tweoty-and-pnine classes 
of the Able Eyss.” See, sir, the sphere reoresents an eye, 
for is not the oficial a man who must be keen of eye? Does 
he wear a feather also? Then it is his to fiv,to be swift, to 
fly like the brilliant humming bird. Does he carry on his 
person a sweet odor? Then is it his to smell out secret 
things. Are his lips anointed and painted? He, then, is to 
taste in his place. Are h‘s ears bright? Then it is his to 
heir weil and direct, 

The military ranks are not altogether mittacy. The two 
first officials of the civil rank are iwembers of the Imperial 
War Board, and in interchange the two first-class officials cf 
the military have some civil rank. By name these two offi- 
cials are the Chiang-Chun,or Secretiury of War, and the 
fu-T’ung, or Under Secretary. Each provincial capital has 
one of these officials, who wears carbuncles and corals, Tle 
Chiang-Chun commands the Chinese troops,and the Tu- 
T’ung direct the Tartar contingeat. The generals reside 
one in each province, and are caiied Ti-T’u. If afloat the 
Ti-T’u isan admiral. At court he wears a coral sphere; in 
ordinary, a read ivory; at the head of bis command, a red 
porcelain, and when abroad or afloat a diamond. He is 
assisted by an assistant-general, the Chen-T’ai, one in each 
district, and deswnated like his superior, except that his 
spheres are smajler. The Cheo-T"ai also bas his assistant, 
the Haieh-T’ai. These three generals go into the Imperial 
War Board in time of war, as, tor instance, three years 
since at Anam. 

First-class of the third military class are the Tsau-chiarys, 
and second class are the Fu-chiangs, wearing respectively a 
light blue and a dark biue sphere. Wher the Fu-chiang 
commands Tartars their denomiuation is Lu-Tchi. The offi- 
cer of the fourth rank is called the Tu-Ssu, wearing a dark 
opaque blue sphere. In the fitth rank are two officials—the 
Shou-Pei, who commands Chinese soldiers, and the Chien- 
Tsung, commau'ting a Tartar regiment. Both wear glass 
spheres, and in actual war the Chien-Tsung is recognized as 
the sixth rank, The seventh bas one officer, the Pa-Tsung, 
wearing a porcelain ball. The eighth bas one, the Wai-Wei, 
wearing a plain gold sphere, and the ninth bas one repre« 
sentative, the Nge-Wri, wearing a gilt spheroid. Do not 
mix up all of these, but remember in addition, that the 
cavalry soldier is denominated a Mai-ping, and the ordinary 
soldier or sailor a Pu-ping. The two orders or ranks, vivil 
and military, are commonly said to be “answerable by spice 
and the glory of tea,and sun at night, and the biood or 
dragons *' to the [mperial Council, and they to the Emperor, 
An official's titie appears on all of bis papers, records, tablets 
and tombstone. In addition to it the Emperor bestows on 
bis best loved officiais the yellow jacket and a peacock's 
teather. A private coldier who has won distinction has cun- 
ferred on him a crow’'s feather as a decoration, The Em- 





peror alone wears the pearl sphere, and this, together with 
the remainder of his attire, is plain and unadorned,

Some Canadian officers have been testing a theory 
that « snow bank will stop bullets, with the natu- 
ralresult. At 200 yardsit was found that the bul- 
lets went through the snow bank (in some cases near 
the base, over nine feet), and imbedded themselves 
in the fence about 100 yards in therear. At 500 yards 
the result was the same, with the exeeption thatthe 
bullets did not strike the fence. 


A® RECENTLY announced, Abdurrahman sent a 

rinted circular to the tribes in Kobistan and the 

ohdaman Bills, calling upon his subjects to raise a 
holy war. In this document the Ameer denounces 
the Czar as a great tyrant and promise-breaker, 
whose troops are daily advanciug. He says: “If 
they ever oceupy Afghanistan all will be lost. It is, 
therefore, expedient to take measures to check their 
advanee.” 

A Russt4n artillery officer, specially attached to 
the Toula guo foundry, basdisvovered a newalloy, 
which is stated to possess the hardness and ductility 
ef steel and brvnze combined. It is claimed to be 
preferable to either metal for artillery castings. as 
its density is only about 8.44 degrees, and this reduc- 
tion will sensibly diminish the weigbt of large guns 
withont impairing their power of resistance to the 
ponderous charges employed at the present day. 


AccorDING to the Republicain de Constantine, the 
recent camel races at Biskra bave given surprising 
results. The camels covered the distance between 
Tugeurth and Biskra—225 kilometres—in from 26 te 
20 bours. It is suggestei that the French Cavalry 
stationed in the south of Algiers might with advan- 
tage be mounted on camela for work in the Sahara. 
This would also set free an immense number of Bar- 
bary horses for service in France. 


Ina private letter H. M. Stanley says that he is 
eompletely bewildered at the constant yielding and 
shrinking of British power and influence iu Africa. 
ln the west and north France and Portugal have 
made audacious haste to exclude British trade. At 
Zanzibar the British fleet has given way to the Cer- 
man, whose traders there already largely outnum- 
ber the English. The Germans are ominously ag- 

ive, as wellas haughty and overbearing. The 
natives look on and wonder at this changed state of 
affairs, and the British are superbly indifferent. 
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Aoccornpine to the Revue du Cercle Militaire 
(Paris), the Austrian Crown Prince lately visited the 
Vienna Arsenal, where Nordenfeldt five-barrel ma- 
chine-guns are being manufactured. These weap- 
ons, accepted by the government, fire 700 shots per 
minute. 

A Loxpown correspondent writes: “The state of 
Europe waits upon Easter. To-day Germany's new 
troops all join the colors. A fortnight hence they 
will be scarcely distinguishable from the others, and 
then if Bismarck wants to push his game, whatever 
it may be, he is in shape to doso.”’ 


Tus close care and attention bestowed by the Ger- 
man Government on the merest miptiw connected 
with military economy is shown ty an official an- 
nouncement to the effect that a late vompetition for 
tbe best pattern ofa “pannikin,” or bowl for cam- 
paign purposes, has failed in the desired result. A 
further competition will take place, and tinplate 
workers and other manufacturers are invited to 
send in exhibits, for which two money prizes, re- 
spectively of 1,000 and 500 marks will be awarded. 


Tue French Infantry Technical Commission has 
provisionally adopted for trial a leathern rifle 
vharger to hold eigbt cartridges. This portabie 
magazine is tubular in form, and so contrived that 
the marksman can pass and work it with the fingers 
of bis left hand. directly the command for rapid fire 
is given, as, for instance, directly an assault is or- 
dered. The cartridges work towards the outlet by 
ineans of a spiral spring inside the case, anid, it is 
stated, are more readily obtainable than from the 
belt pouches, but the plan is not generally approved 
by the practical musketry instructors. :
